For example, it might undertake to make certain in- 
ternal improvements by means of Communication from 
one part of the country to another by rail roads, ca- 
nals or other roads;—and to do this it might be neces- 
sary to take the land owned by individuals on the rout 
for this purpose. Tn this case government would be 
| prevented from taking such land by this provision 
Without making eompensation to the owners. Or it 
‘might wish to construct light houses, forts, &e. in 
| places where the land m‘ght be in “the hands of indi- 
| viduals. In this case also, compensation must be made 
}tothem. In time ef war, it might become necessary 
to impress horses aud wagons, for the transportation of 
| tre oops, &c. and in this case too, compensation must be 
made to their owners. But where property in slaves 


{is destroyed by emancipation produced by the act of 
government, private property is not properly speak- 
ing ‘taken’ at all by government, neither is it con- 
‘verted to any * public use,’—for the property as such, 
is entirely destroyed, and no longer exists either in 
the government or individually. 

But it may be said that government have no right 
to destrey the property which individuals may have 


‘in slaves or any thing else, without making the own- 
| ers a compensation. Now the proposition thas stated 


is obviously false. There is hardly any impoftant act 
of the government which relates to foreign policy or 
domestic concerns, and which operates at all upon 
) property, that does not destroy property or diminish 
its value toa certain extent. The embargo, non-in-

duty, the consequence Was a great depreciation in 
this kind of property—and* individuals who had in- 
vested their capital in it, many of them became bank- 
rupts and lost the whole of it. Here was private 
property destroyed by the operation of an act of gov- 
ernment without any compensation being made to the 
owners, but still no complaint was made on this 


| ground and no compensation was expected. 


Again, had the protecting system been destroyed 
two years since, and the duties upon importations been 
reduced instantaneously to a revenue scale, as was 
desired and proposed by the representation from the 
| South in Congress, instead of being gradually redu- 


| duced year after year, according to the Tariff which 
| was adopted, and is now in operation—the inevitable 


consequence would have been that the property in 
‘factories throughout New England and the U. States 
would have depreciated very much in value, and 
their owners would have suffered 2 great loss in prop- 
erty.

Now what is the difference between the destruc- 
tion of private property by acts of ibe government in 
the cases we have considered, and the destruction of 
it by the emancipation of slaves in the District of 
Columbia produced by an act of the government. In 
the former ease, though it is not the direct object and

and inalienable rights. It is taking from them, a spe- 
cies of property which never ought to have belonged 
to them, because justice, humanity, and religion de- 
mand that property in slaves should cease to exist. 
The honor, the welfare, the character of the country 
require the measure, and this is the only justification 
which can be brought forward in the other cases 
where private property is destroyed or injured i in con- 
sequence of the acts of government. 

The purpose of the preceding remarks is to show 
that should Congress arrive at the conclusion that 
they had the constitutional power to emancipate the 
slaves in the District of Columbia, the provision of the 
constitution quoted by Mr. Pinckney, respeeting mak- 
ing compensation for private property (aken for publie 
use, has no relation to the question, and presents no 
obstacle to such a measure. Whether Congress have 
this constitutional power, is not the object of the 
present article to discuss.
